This new species (Worker) closely allied to the European Manica rubida (Latreille) 1802, 
but can easily be distinguished by the following characteristics : head with wavy to longitudinal- 
rugae clsoe and prominent ; thoracic-rugae very distinct ; head and gaster piceous black, which 
30 specimens collected by the writer at Mt. Tokachi (1200m), Hokkaido Is. on 6th Aug. 1954.
